The claims 1 and 5 are found to be allowable over the compounds of the prior art. 

The declaration filed 4/14/09 does show unexpected results for a benzyl group as 
compared to a phenyl group directly linked to the pyrazole. 

The rejection over EP '725 ( WO 01 /42244 ) has also been withdrawn as the applicants 
arguments that the -(CH2) — A group is not linked to the pyrazole but to the naphthyridine is 
found to be convincing and hence the rejection has been withdrawn. 

Claims 1 and 5 are now found to be allowable.
